The ‘bb’ gun accident is the second 
in Wilmington in less than three 
weeks. On January 11, a 12-year-Old 
Wilmington boy escaped serious in 
jury when he was shot with an air rifle 
at the North Intermediate School 
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It was the worst flooding that 
anyone in Wilmington could 
remember.

‘Town Manager Sterling Morris has 
estimated damage to town roads and 
drains to be approximately $100,000. 
The damage was primarily the 
washing out of fill, undermining of 
streets and drainage systems. No 
bridges were lost. 

Another $100,000 damage was the 


“result of damages to residences. Hun- 


dreds of homes had water in the base- 
ment; and many of these had finished 
basements. Morris said he based his 
figures on there being at least 100 
homes with a likelihood of $1000 
damage each. 

Wilmington's three hardware stores 
sold nearly 45 sump pumps last 
weekend, all that they had in stock.

Knights’ license

For the fourth time in five years, 
Monday night, Wilmington selectmen 
voted unanimously to grant a liquor 
license to the Knights of Columbus 

Each previous vote, for one reason 
or another, has been overturned by 
the state's Alcoholic Beverage Con 
trol Commission (ABCC). 

Whether or not this latest vote will 
follow suit is uncertain. At least two 
residents of the area claim that, as 
abutters, they did not receive proper 
notification of the Monday night 
public hearing. One of these. Gary 
Barnaby, is the new owner of a home 
at 25 School Street. It was the former 
owner, however, who was notified 
and from whom a signed, certified 
mail receipt was returned 

Town Counsel Alan Altman is ex- 
Pected to rule on whether all abutters 
received proper notification as re 
quired by law. 

The history of the club liquor 
license question in Wilmington is a 
complicated one. 

When the town voted to allow func: 
tion halls liquor licenses, three frater- 
nal organizations, including the 
Knights of Columbus, applied for and 
were granted them by the board of 
selectmen. The ABCC ruled, 
however, that function hall licenses 
were not valid. 

In March, 1978, the town voted to 
allow club liquor licenses. Again. the 
three organizations applied and were 
granted licenses by the selectmen 


This time, two of the licenses were 
approved by the ABCC. The Knights 
of Columbus were denied a liquor 
license, however, on the grounds that 
they had been serving liquor before 
being granted a license 

“So blatant and obvious an attempt 
to ignore the law cannot be rewarded 
with a license,” wrote ABCC Com- 
missioner Herbert Goodwin in an Oc- 
tober, 1978 decision. 

The Knights do not deny that they 
were serving liquor before being 
granted a license. However, accor- 
ding to one of their members, Richard 
Duggan, they did not believe they 
were willfully violating the law 
because of the amount of confusion 
‘surrounding the Jicensing question. 
The granting of a license, it was 
thought at that time, hinged upon 
technicalities. 

In their most recent application, the 
Knights hope to demonstrate that they 
have complied with the law. No liquor 
has been served at the facility since 
last fall. 

Residents of nearby School Street 
Extension, however, are not im-

35 homes behind in pumping,"’ Palmer 
said.

Palmer, however, was fortunate. 
None actually entered his home. Next 
door to him, the Peterson family had 
waist-level water in his cellar. 

According to Blonigen, the situation

Blonigen said that the town was un- 
der a state of emergency fortwo days, 
beginning at 2 p.m.

Between 2:45 a.m. Thursday and 
sometime the following Tuesday 
afternoon, Fire Chief Arthur 
Boudreau said, approximately 72 
cellars were pumped. 

For the D'Aiuto family of 165 
Federal Street, the torrential down- 
pours meant having to evacuate their 
home, submerged in several feet of 
the swolle Maple Meadow Brook. The 
D’Aiutos left their home Friday, and 
returned Sunday afternoon. 

Other residents of Federal Street 
remained in their homes despite

flooding. To provide some relief, the 
highway department delivered a load 
of sand to be used as a barrier. 

At the Brown's Crossing pumping 
station, the major supplier of drinking 
water in Wilmington, flood waters 
reached nearly to the basement ceil- 
ing. In the station's adjacent garage, 
flooding disrupted electrical service 
until as late as Tuesday afternoon. 

The flooding-out was a first for the 
pumping station, since its construc- 
tion in 1923. 

According to Engineer Joseph 
Viera, the station's cellar was full of 
water when he reported for work at 6 
a.m. Saturday. Two night lights were 
still burning even though the cellar 
and its electric wiring were under 
water. 

Viera called the Reading Light 
Company, which came and dis- 
connected the power lines leading into 
the Brown's Crossing station. 

Other streets affected by the 
flooding included MacDonald Road, 
Glen Road, Salem Street and 
Burlington Avenue. 

“A lot of people got water this time 
who never had it before,” said Chief 
Boudreau. ‘‘Backyards were nothing 
but ponds.” 

His department, he said, pumped 
water non-stop for 28 hours between 
2:45 a.m. Thursday and 6:45 a.m. Fri- 
day, After a brief, two hour respite, 
he said they returned, manning pumps 
all day Friday and part of Saturday 

Although January, 1979, did not set a 
record for rainfall in Wilmington, it 
came close. 

As of Monday morning, there had 
been a total rainfall during January of 

11.52 inches at Brown’s Crossing pum- 
ping station. 

Only during hurricane seasons, 
some years back, was the rainfall 
greater, exceeding a total of 12 inches 
on more than one occasion.

drink,’ said her husband, William 
McGinley. ‘I have the broken 
skateboard still at home." 

Other neighbors expressed concerns 
of noise and traffic going to and from 
the hall 

Attorney Joseph Courtney, the 
Knights’ legal representative, pointed 
out however, that one of the prior 
applications was withdrawn to enable 
the Knights to negotiate an arrange- 
ment with neighbors. 

One of the most significant things to 
come out of this, he said, was “‘the 
construction of a barrier between 
School Street and the Knights of 
Columbus Hall. 

This, he said, was contingent upon 
the association receiving its license, 
but “‘has been observed faithfully and 
responsibly ever since."” 

“T believe we serve the town well,” 
said John Cavanaugh, an Adams 
Street resident and member of the 
Knights of Columbus. ‘We sponsor 
Little League baseball, Pop Warner 
football, marathons for children, 
donate $12,000 a year to charity and 
provide the hall free of charge to 
elderly residents. We have been a ser- 
vice to the town and it would be 
perhaps a disservice not to allow our 
license, forcing us to sell the 
building.” . 

Also eited in the October, 1978 deci- 
sion, was the fact that conflict of in- 
terest could arise on the local board 
because all five selectmen are also 
members of the Knights of Columbus. 


A dissenting opinion on the case was 
written by ABCC Chairman John 
Larkin. He said that under the so- 
called ‘Doctrine of Necessity” at 
least three of the disqualified 
selectmen would have had to sit and 
deliberate on the question in order to 
provide a quorum despite apparent 
conflict of interest. 

“There is.a serious question in my 
mind,"’ he wrote, ‘‘as to whether this 
type of thing is strong enough to com- 
promise their integrity.” 

Chairman of the board of selectmen 
Alco Caira echoed his thoughts. ‘'I 
think you are impugning the integrity 
of the board if you feel that if we 
belong to an organization we are going 
to give carte blanche to that 
organization,” Caira said 

He also vented his feelings at having 
a local decision overturned by state 
authorities 

“We talk about home rule,” said 
Caira. ‘I feel the state licensing 
board is usurping the authority of 
town officials who approved this 
license after a vote in favor by the 
townspeople.””

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Clerks protest police roster

Two Wilmington Police Department 
clerks appeared before the board of 
selectmen Monday night to protest be- 
ing included with 23 traffic super- 
visors on a call-back list of matron du- 


The selectmen also heard from 
Wilmington builder Paul Butt, who 
has proposed a 70-condominium 
development for a parcel of land along 
Route 62 in North Wilmington, and 
they voted to include in the town 
warrant a lay-out of Olson Road which 
runs between Middlesex Avenue and 
Church Street near the center. 

‘The clerks, who have been doing the 
extra detail known as matron duty 
almost exclusively for the past 
several months, told selectmen they 
had no intention of being put on a list 
with “part time personnel and 
members of another union.” The 
clerks are members of the Town 
Employees Association, while the 
traffic supervisors are members of 
the American Federation of State, 
Federal and Municipal Employees. 

There is no official list at the pre- 
sent time, according to one of the 
clerks, Peggy Perry, who was again 
assigned to matron duty Tuesday 
morning. However, she said, it is only 
a matter of time until one is drawn up. 

According to Chairman of the Board 
Aldo Caira, matron duty was original- 
ly assigned to both clerks and traffic 
supervisors until the adoption, in 
February, 1977, of the controversial

Langone. 

A further point was made by Perry. 
“There are three women in the police 
department most of the day,” she 
said. ‘If someone is arrested, they 
are going to call in a matron when 
there are three people sitting there? 
That's a waste of money.” 

Perry later said she and Narduzzo 
had spoken with an attorney and 
planned to pursue the issue of being 
placed on a list with the traffic super- 
visors. 

“We are fighting it," she said. “If 
we have to go to the state labor 
board.” 

In response to a request from Nar- 
duzzo, Caira promised to have a job 
specification listing specific duties, 
drawn up for the matron duty func- 
tion. 

Also at the Monday night meeting, 
plans were aired for the condominium 
development proposed by Butt. 

Robert Hidell of Hidell-Eyster and 
Associates, planners for Butt, es- 
timated that the proposed develop- 
ment would gross the town $128,000 a 
year in tax revenue.

It had a 
favorable committee report, and the 
support of each person who spoke on 
the bill, It is due to come up later this 
week, and Miceli is hoping for a 
favorable vote. 

‘The bill, due to come up on the floor 
of the senate on Monday, never made 
its appearance. No one moved to br- 
ing it up.

“Many towns which have relied on 
industry to support a large percentage 
of their tax bases cannot rely on this 
any longer,” said Hidell in his preset- 
tation. “Industry isn't burgeoning in 
Massachusetts and won't be for a long 
time.”"

In 1651 there appeared in London, 
England a book entitled “The Wonder 
Working Providence of Zion's Saviour 
in New England.”

There will be no renovation of the 
Woburn Street School athletic field 
this year, according to informed 
sources. 

‘The field was judged to be in such 
deterioated condition last July that it 
was nearly ordered closed by the 
School Committee. According to 
School Committee member Linda 
McMenimen, without renovation, per- 
mits to use the field may not be issued 
this summer. 

However, Superintendent of 
Buildings and Grounds Roy 
McClanahan has estimated that $100,- 

000 would be needed to repair the 
field, for excavation, blasting of ledge 
and filling. 

“We felt there was no way we could 
get that kind of support from the 
Town Meeting,” said James Tighe, a 
member of the newly-formed 
Atheltic-Recreation Committee which 
met recently to discuss improving the 
town's athletic facilities. 

Currently Town Manager Sterling 
Morris has included in the fiscal 1960 
budget the sum of $73,500 to improve 
‘several of the town's fields. 

The Athletic-Recreation Committee 
has assigned a list of priorities to 
recommendations made by the town 
manager in the budget. Topping the 
list is the Shawsheen School, assigned 
a number one priority by the com- 
mittee. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale, 
chairman of the fledgling committee, 
said that the Shawsheen School was

the potential for serving the greatest 
number of youthful athletes. 

“We are concerned about taking 
care of youth programs first, said 
DePasquale." 

However, instead of giving a nod of 
approval to the town manager's re- 
quest for changing the school's ex 

isting baseball field to a softball field 
and providing lighting there, the 
athletic committee has recommended 
that the baseball field remain and that 
two additional fields be constructed at 
the school as well. 

Lighting, DePasquale said, was con- 
sidered by the committee to be a non- 
essential at this time. 

The committee also assigned top 
priority to a request for fencing at the 
Shawsheen School fields, to protect 
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field priorities 


them from being torn up by “cars, 
horses and trail bikes.” 

Elementary School gym teacher 
Edward Woods, while not a membee 
of the committee, told school officials 
last week that the Shawsheen School 
field was currently in extremely poor 
condition : 

Every area except one soccer field 
contains glass,"" Woods said. “It is 
torn up by cars and horses. Only one 
Portion is safe enough to play on." 

Costs of improving the Shawsheen 
School fields have been estimated by 
the committee not to exceed $26,500. 

Assigned a second priority by the 
athletic committee were im- 
Provements recommended for the 
high school football field. These in- 
cluded irrigating the football field at 
an estimated cost of $12,500, and the 
grading and re-sodding of the field at 
an estimated cost of $22,000. 

Priority number three was attached 
to the resurfacing of the high school 
tennis courts, a $12,000 price tag item, 
and the installing of bleachers at the 
North Intermediate School, an es- 
timated cost of $650. 

DePasquale said he hoped voters 
would look seriously at both priorities 
one and two at the annual Town 
Meeting 

This spring, he said, the committee 
would take another look at athletic 
needs in town to determine which of 
the town's remaining fields would be 
considered priorities for next year. 

‘This is really the beginning of the 

hopes. of developing 4 Parks and 
Recreation Commission,” DePas- 
quale said. ‘This committee will also 
give input as to the justification of this 
type of combination, to make sure we 
are getting proper use of our man- 
power.” 

‘The proposal for such a combination 
would include groundskeepers and 
cemetery personnel, DePasquale had 
said earlier.

An in-school suspension program 
has been approved on a trial basis for 
Wilmington High School, in the hope 
that such a program will cut down on 
the rising number of students 
for cl , 
The School Committee, at its 
last, week, earmarked $756 
for the pilot project. It threw out for 
further study, however, a proposal 
which would have required seventh 
grade students to enroll in half- 
semester courses in both U.S. history 
and a foreign language, instead of the 
current choice of a full semester of 
one or the other. 
‘According to High School Principal 
George Eisenberg, the problem of 
students cutting class began to es- 


1978, 212 students were suspended, he 
said. As of January 12 this year, ac- 
cording to Eisenberg, the total stood 
at 113, with less than half the year 


completed. 

“The idea," said John Lynch, assis- 
tant high school principal, ‘‘is to look 
for a viable alternative, rather than 
putting the student out of school for 
three days,” 

Dr. Allan Smith, who is affiliated 
with SHARE, a community-sponsored 
adolescent counseling service, said 
that he believed there was a ‘certain 
irony" to the fact that students who 
cut, classes becayse of problems at 
home are made to stay there for three 
days and not allowed to attend school. 

“We are most concerned about 
habitual offenders who don't rectify 
their ways when reprimanded,” said 
Eisenberg. 

‘The program, as he outlined it, will 
have three phases, each approximate- 
ly six weeks in length. At the end of 
the program a report on the success 
or failure of each of the phases will be 
made to the School Committee. 

Students who participate in the in- 
school suspension program will be 
allowed to attend school after suspen- 
sion only if they also attend one of the 
alternative program phases scheduled 
for Tuesday and Thursday nights. 

‘The three phases, as outlined will 
include: 

- Four family meetings designed to 
help the family work out problems as 
‘a unit. This will run from January 29 
through March 16. 

- Four family meetings in addition 
to four’ evening learning sessions 
attended by the student alone. Phase 
two will run from March 19 through 
April 27. 

~- Four evening learning sessions to 
be attended by the student which will 
run from April 30 through June 15. 

A maximum of seven or eight 
students can be accommodated in 
‘each phase, Eisenberg said. For this 
reason the program will be used ex-

clusively for habitual offenders.
